SUPPLEMENTARY PROVISIONS 

12. Place of payment of Interest—Interest on the Loans ■will bemEjid 
at the Public Debt Offices of the Reserve Bank of India at Ahmedabad, 
Bangalore, Bombay, Calcutta, Hyderabad, Jaipur, Kanpur, Madras, Nag¬ 
pur, New Delhi and Patna, at any treasury or sub-treasury elsewhere 
in India, except for the State of Jammu and Kashmir, and at the Central 
Government’s Pay and Accounts Offices at Jammu and Srinagar, 
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13. Refunds of tax deducted at the time of payment of interest (at 
rates prescribed by the annual Finance Acts) will be obtainable by 
holders of the Loans who are not liable to tax or who are liable to tax 
at a rate lower than the rate at which tax was deducted. 

A holder who is not liable to tax or who is liable to tax at a rate 
lower than the prescribed, rate, can obtain, on application, a certificate 
from the Income-tax Officer of the district, authorising payment of in¬ 
terest to him without deduction of tax or with deduction of tax at such 
lower rate as may be applicable to the holder. 

14. Interest on all the Loans now issued together with interest on 
other previous Government securities and income from other approved 
investments will be exempt from income-tax subject to a limit of 
Rs. 3,000 per annum and subject to other provisions of Section SOL of 
the Income-tax Act, 1961.

(b) branches of the subsidiary banks of the State Bank of India 
conducting Government treasury work except at the branch 
of State Bank of Hyderabad, Gunfoundry, Hyderabad; and 

(c) branches of the State Bank of India at other places in India. 

19. Applications may be in the form attached hereto or in any other 
form wlfich states clearly the amount and description of the securities 
required, the fuU name and address of the applicant and the office at 
which he desires that interest shall be paid. 

20- Applications should be accompanied by the necessary payment 
in the form of cash or cheque. Cheques tendered at the office of the 
Reserve Bank of India, the State Bank of India or its subsidiary banka 
should be drawn in favour of the Bank concerned. 

21. Brokerage will be paid at the rate of 6 Paise per Rs. 100 (Nominal) 
to recognised banks and brokers on allotments made in respect of ap¬ 
plications for the Loans tendered by them and bearing their stamp.
